“Ask the first man you meet, provided 
he be of this part of the country, to whom 
that large acacia belongs? He will answer 
at once, “That acacia belongs to Mr. Ste- 
phen.’ And so it does; for I have regular 
deeds to testify that the acacia belongs to 


me, What a bitter sarcasm! The tree is 
more than a hundred years old, and has 
preserved all the vigor of youth. I am 
thirty-six; I have already begun to die; I 
have lost two teeth, and I cannot sit up late 
without fatigue. The tree has seen three 
generations live and die beneath its shade, 
If I live to be very old; if I escape sickness 
and ill health; if I die by dint of living—I 
shall perhaps see it in flower thirty times 
more; and then, some of those children who 
are playing marbles now, and whom we 
are teaching Latin against their will—those 
children for whom we spread bread and 
butter, and who will be men then,—will put 
me by ina deal box, and pack me alongside 
of others below the earth, so as to have 
more room above, until another generation 
whom they will have brought up for the pur- 
pose will pack them away in their turn in 
similar boxes, and lay them beside us. And 
yet I call that tree mine! Ten generations 
more will live and die beneath its shade, 
aud I call that tree mine! I can neither 
see nor reach the nest that a bird has built 
on one of its topmost boughs, and I call 
the tree mine! Mine! there is not one of 
the things I call mine that is not destined 
to last longer than me,—not a single but- 
ten of my gaiters that is not destined to 
outlive me considerably! What a singular 
thing is property, of which man is so proud! 
When I had nothing of my own, I had the 
forests and meadows, the sea, the heavens 
and all their stars; since I have bought 
this old house and this garden, I have only 
this house and this garden. Property is a 


covenant by which one renounces every 


thing thet is not included between four par- 
ticular walls, 

“I remember an old wood close to the 
house where I was born; how many days 
have I spent beneath its leafy shade, in its 
green paths; how many violets I have pick- 
ed there in March, how many lilies of the 
valley in May! how many strawberries, 
blackberries, and filberts I have eaten; how 
many butterflies aed lizards I have pursued 
and caught; how many nests I have discov- 
ered there; how often, at evening, I have 
admired there the stars which seemed to 
vlossom one by one among the tree tops, 
and at morning have watched the ésun’s 
rays penetrating the leafy dome like lumi- 
nous dust! What balmy perfumes, what 
gentle reveries I have enjoyed there! how 
many verses I wrote ; how often I read 
over her letters there! LI used to go at 
the elese of day to a little wooded hill to 
see the sun set, aud watch its ebiique rays 
tinging with red the white trunks of the 
birehes which surrounded me. That wood 
was not mine, it belonged to an old, crippled, 
impotent Marquis, who had most likely ne- 
ver been in it—it was Ais! 

“Far from being the lord of Nature, as 
so many philosophers, poets and moralists 
have pretended, man is her assiduous slave, 
and property is one of the baits by means 
of which he is induced to take upon him- 
self numberless strange drudgeries, Look 
at that man mowing ! how tired he seems; 
ihe sweat drops from his brow. He is cut- 
ting Ais hay for 42s horse ; he is proud and 
happy! Man is employed by Nature to 
gather in seeds, aud to sow them at proper 
seasons, and to dig the earth round the 
trees, in order that they may feel the gen- 
tle and salutary influences of rain and suu- 
shine. 

“In every town that is tolerably popu- 
lous, the poor man has a public library, and 
consequently from fifteen to twenty thou- 
sand volumes-for his use. If he grow rich, 
he will buy a library and books of his own; 
he will only have four or five hundred vol- 
umes, it is true, but how proud and pleased 
he will be! You are poor; the sea is 
yours, with its solemn sounds, and the loud 
voice of its winds—the sea in its awful 
wrath, and its still more imposing calm— 
the sea is yours, but it belongs to others 
likewise. One of these days, when, by 
dint of toil, vexation, and perhaps mean- 
ness too, you have become rich—more or 
less—you will have a little marble basin 
built up in your garden ; or, at any rate, 
you will lose no time in purchasing and 
placing in your house a crystal vase, with 

two vold fishes. There are times when I 
cannot but ask myself, if perchance our 
judgment may not be so far perverted as 
to call poverty that which is splendor and 
Wealth, and to term opulence what, in fact, 
is want and destitution.” 


Death and Burial of Edgar A. Poe. 


The clergyman, Dr. Snodgrass, who at- 
tended the author of ‘The Raven” in his 
last sickness, gives the following account of 
it in the Woman's Temperance Paper, of 
New York: 

“On a chilly and wet November after- 
noon I received a note, stating that ‘a man 
answering to the name of Edgar Allen Poe,’ 
who claimed to know me, was at a drink- 
ing house in Lombard’street, Baltimore, in 
& state of deep intoxication and great de- 
stitution, I repaired immediately to the 
spot. Jt was an election day. When I 
eutered the bar room of the house, I in- 
Stautly recognized the face of one whom I 

had often seen, and knew well, although it 
Wore au aspect of vacant stupidity which 


made me shudder, The intellectual flash 


of his eye had vanished, or rather had been 
quenched in the bowl ; but the broad capa- 
cioas forehead of the author of ‘ The Ra- 
ven,’ as you have appropriately designated 
him, was still there, with a width, in the 
region of ideality, such as few men have 
ever possessed. But perhaps I would not 
have so readily recognized him had I not 
been notified of his apparel. His hat, or 
rather the hat of somebody else, for he had 
evidently been robbed of his clothing, or 
cheated in an exchange, was a cheap palm 
leaf one, without a band and soiled ; his 
coat of commonest alpaca, and evidently 
‘second hand ;’ and his pants of grey mixed 
cassimere, dingy and badly fitting. He 
wore neither vest nor neckcloth, if I re- 
member right, while his shirt was sadly 
crumpled and soiled. He was so utterly 
stupified with liquor that I thought it best 
not to seek recognition or conversation, es- 
pecially as he was surrounded by a crowd 
of drinking men, actuated by idle curiosity 
rather than sympathy. I immediately or- 
dered a room for him, where he could be 
comfortable until I got word to his rela- 
tives—for there were several in Baltimore. 
Just at that moment one or two of the pez- 
sons referred to, getting information of the 
ease, arrived at the spot. They declined 
to take private care of him, assigning as a 
reason, that he had been very abusive and 
ungrateful on former occasions, when drunk, 
and advised that he be sent to a hospital. 
He was accordingly placed in a coach and 
conveyed to the Washington College Hos- 
pital, and put under the care of the com 
petent and attentive resident physician of 
that institution. So insensible was he, that 
we had to carry him to the carriage as if a 
corspe. The muscles of ariiculation seemed 
paralyzed to speechlessness, and mere inco- 
herent mutterings were all that were heard. 
“He died in the hospital after some three 
or four days, during which time he enjoyed 
only occasional and fitful seasons of con- 
sciousness. His disease, as will have been 
anticipated, was mania a potu—a disease 
whose finale is always fearful in its mania- 
cal manifestations. In one of his more lu- 
cid moments, when asked by the physician 
whether he would like to see his friends, he 
exclaimed: ‘ Friend | my best friead would 
be he who would take a pistol and blow out 
my brains, and thus relieve me of my agony.’ 
These were among his last words. 
“‘ Now for the manner of his burial : 
“The remains of the author of ‘ The Ra- 
ven’ do not ‘lie mouldering in a corner of 
the Potter’s Field, at Baltimore.” The 
truth, as 1 remarked, is bad enough, and 
discreditable enough to his relatives, not to 
say the city where he died. He was in- 
terred in an old Presbyterian burying 
ground, in Green street, which has not been 
much used for many years. Ona portion 
of it a church has since been erected, but 
not over his grave. In the removal of the 
dead, which will sooner or later take place, 
it is probable the bones of ‘ Poor Poe’ will 
be collected among the remains of the friend- 
less and the unknown, and removed beyond 
recognition, for nothing but a couple of pine 
boards were placed at his ‘grave, in lieu of 
grave stones.” 


Tobacco. 
The following is a translation from Karr’s 


Travels in My Gardea. To understand it 
one must remember that in France, tobacco 
is a monopoly, and a very productive one 
too, in the hands of the government: 

“There is a family of poisonous plants, 
amongst which we may notice the henbane, 
the datura stramonium, and the tobacco 
plant. 

“The tobacco plant is perhaps a little less 
poisonous than the datura, but it is more so 
than the henbane, which is a violent poi- 
son. 

“Here is a tobacco plant—as fine a plant 
as you can wish to see. It grows to the 
height of six feet; and from the center of a 
tuft of leaves, of a beautiful green, shoot 
out clegant and graceful clusters of pink 
flowers. 

“For along while the tobacco plant grew 
unknown and solitary in the wilds of Amer- 
ica. The savages to whom we had given 
hrandy gave us in exchange tobacco, with 
the smoke of which they used to intox- 
cate themselves on grand occasions. 
The intercourse between the two worlds 
begau by this amiable interchange of poi- 
sons.’ 

“Those who first thought of putting to- 
bacco dust up their noses were first laugh- 
ed at, und then persecuted more or less. 
James L., of England wrote against snuff- 
takers a book entitled, Miso capnos. Some 
years later, Pope Urban VILL. excomma- 
nicated all persons who took suuffin church- 
es. The Empress Elizabeth thought it 
neccessary to add something to the penalty 
of excommunication pronounced against 
those who used the black dust during divine 
service, and authorized the beadles to con- 
fiscate the snuff-boxes to their own use. 
Amurath IV. forbade the use of snuff under 
pain of having the nose cut off. 

“No useful plant could have withstood 
such attacks. If before this invention a 
man had been found to say: ‘Let us seek 
the means of filling the coffers of the state 
by a voluntary tax: let us set about selling 
something which every body will use, and 
no one will like to de without. In Amer- 
ica there is @ plant essentially poisonous; if 
from its leaves you extract au empyreumat- 
ic oil, a single drop of it will cause an ant- 
mal to die in horriblecouvulsious. Suppose 
we offer this plant for sale chopped up or re- 
duced toa powder. We will sell it very 
dear, and tell people to stuff the powder up 
their noses.’ 

“That is to say I suppose you will force 
them to do so by law?” 

“‘Not a bit. I spoke of a voluntary 
tax. As to the portion we chop up, we 
will tell them to inbale it, and swallow a 
little of the smoke from it besides.’

‘- ‘No: they will become rather pale, per 
haps feel giddy, spit blood, and suffer from 
colics, or have pains in the chest—that’s 
all. Besides, you know, although it has 
been often said that habit is second natare, 
people are not yet aware how completely 
man resembles the kuife, of which the blade 


first and then the handle had been changed 


two or three times, In man there is no 


nature left—nothing but habit remains. 
People will become like Mithridates, who 
had learnt to live on poisons. 

“*The first time that a man will smoke 
he will feel sickness, nausea, giddiness, and 


colics; but that will go off by degrees, and 
in time he will get so accostomed to it, that 
he will only feel such symptoms now and 
then—when he smokes tobacco that is bad, 
or too strong—or when he is not well, and 
in five or six other cases. Those who take 
it in powder will sneeze, have a disagre- 
able smell, lose the sense of smelling, and es- 
tablished in their nose a sort of perpetual 
blister. 

“*Then I suppose it smells very nice.’ 

“*Quite the the reverse. It has a very 
unpleasant smell; but as I said, we’ll sell it 
very dear, and reserve to ourselves the 
monopoly of it.’ 

“*My good friend,’ one would have said 

to any one absurd enough to hold a similar 
language, ‘Nobody will envy you the privi- 
lege of selling a weed that no one will care 
to buy. Youmight as well open a shop 
and write on it: Kicks sold here; or, Such- 
a-one sells blows, wholesale and retail. You 
would find as many customers as for your 
poisonous weed.’ 
“Well! who would have believed that 
the first speaker was right, and that the 
tobacco speculation would answer perfectly! 
The kings of France have written no satires 
against snuff, have had no noses cut off, no 
suuff-boxes confiscated. Far from it. They 
have sold tobacco, laid on an impost on 
noses, and given snuff-boxes to poets with 
their portraitson the lid, and diamonds 
allround. This little trade has brought 
them in I dont know how many millions 
a-year. The potato was far more difficult 
to popularize, and has still some adversa- 
ries,

Wray Cuates Cuance.—A pamphlet, 
by John Marray, civil engineer, has recent- 
ly published in London, in which he endeav- 
lours to account for the changes in climate 
in different countries, which have taken 
place in the last century by the changeable 
position of the magnetic poles. The mag- 
netic variation or declination of the needle 
is well known. At the present time it 
amounts, in London, to about twenty-three

the gospel! | 
In such a spirit, and animated by such 
superlative and incomparable hopes, watch- 
ing and working for Ghrist, you will never 
yield to despondency ; you may be chastened, 
but not killed; perplered, but not in despair; 
persecuted, but not forsaken; cast down, but 
not destroyed; giving no offence in anything, 
that the ministry be not blamed; but in all 
things approving yourselves as the ministers 
of God; by the word of truth, by the power 
of God, by thearmor of righteousness on the 
right hand and on the left, by honor and dis- 
honor, by evil report and good report, as de- 
cetvers and yet true,as unknown and yet well 
known, as dying and behold you live, as sor- 
rowful yet always reyncing, as poor yet ma- 
king many rich, as having nothing, and yet 
possessing all things.

that they may recover themselves from the snare 
of the devil; which error emphatically is, 
who, by their own too easy preference and 
consent, self-immolated, are taken captive 
by him at his will. Error then becomes 
both their delusion and their destruction. 
If, beloved brethren, you find among you 
sophistical corrapters of the truth, haters 
of the gospel, blasphemers of the Holy 
Scriptures, profane and unreasonable reli- 
gionists; be not at all dismayed at them; 
let their wickedness grieve, but not stumble 
you; knowing that you are notalone in en- 
during these fatiguing vexations, against 
reason, truth, and salvation, and the God 
of heaven. Alas! they too muclr abound 
with us and inall nominal Christendom 
throughout the world; antinomians, unita- 


rians, perverters of Scripture, universalists, 
romanists, separatists, exclasionists, infidels, 


and legitimate responsibility, in all the min- 
istry and in all the office-bearing of our com- 
munion; the fact that the people are all d«- 
fended in their rights, privileged in their con- 
stitutional resources, electing all their own 
officers, mingling and participating in all 
our judicatories; these are some of the nor- 
mal elements and characters of our excel- 
lent Constitution, which make it so incom- 
parably adapted to the Constitution of our 
country, and the free and orderly spirit of 
our laws, and the preferences and usages of 
the American people; some of the reasons 
why we love it, and wish others to enjoy 
with us its mercies and its provisions, its 
stable wisdom, its apostolic piety, its gen- 
erous spirit, its scriptural doctrine, its ra- 
tional evidence, and its incomparable sup- 
ports to all that makes the ecclesiastical 
and the social and the civil and the nation- 
al community desirable, in the just esteem 
of civilized and christianized bumanity. 


There are those indeed, with the name 
of Prorestant on their banner, of whom 
we would much prefer to think better things; 
but alas! when we see, and hear, and feel, 
their claims to apostolical office and succes- 
sion, as absolute and exelusive; that they 
arrogate in their own body to possess and 
to inherit, to have and to hold, all coven- 
ant mercy, and all ecclesiastical authority, 
in monopoly, against all the immense ma- 
jority of Protestant Evangelical Churches, 
in this and other countries, whom ecclesias- 
tically they only ignore and deny, classing 
and unchurching together, all their church- 
es, their ministry, and their sacraments; and 
when we know well their own proper histo. 
ry, their relations and antecedents, Roman- 
ism, from which they were never properly, 
or thoroughly Rerormep, and in which it 
seems—too certainly—not the ‘plain truth 
of the oracles of God that is competent to 
convince and correct them; while us it am- 
ply satisfies, and only rejoices, and firmly 
establishes, and legitimately confirms in 
God, our Savior; we only esteem and hon- 
or it unutterably the more, in such necessi- 
tated comparison, and in such illuminated 
contrast, our own organization as incom- 
parable, our own constitutional system of 
truth and liberty and order; that owes no 
tribute to the ethnico-hierarchical assump- 
tions of THE MAN OF SIN, and the medieval 
ages that his jurisdiction made so “dark,” 
so ignorant, so anti-Scripteral, and so anti- 
Christian; as prohpecy in Daniel, and Paul, 
and John, has so fully anticipated and so 
truly described, in connection with THE aPos- 
racy of the last time. “The divine right of 
kings,” so long and so falsely abused as 
the talisman and the magnet of slavery to 
the disfranchised millions of Europe, there 
were few minds ever found sufficiently free 
or daring or virtuous, through long and nu- 
merous centuries, to refute and denounce, 
as now it is well and happily done in our 
own noble Republic; here indeed terribly 
wounded, dead, and execrated, by our whole 
population. Quite analogons to that shame- 
ful assumption, each the fitting counterpart 
of the other, and its own first cvusin-ger- 
man, since that league of two usurpers, 
mutually pledged to support each other, 
consummated at the close of the eighth 
century, at Rome, when Leo III imposed 
the Crown Imperial on the brows of the 
King of France, Charlemagne, in whom 
was restored the Augustus Caesar of the 
West, is the dogma of exclusive jurisdiction 
and prelatical monopoly; lording u over 
God's heritage, in the Church of our Lord 
and Savior Jesus Christ; who is the Lord 
and Savior of all that truly call on his name. 
In covenant with them all, He is both theirs 
and ours. Let us here be steadfast as «is- 


ciples, bold as apostles, confident ss mar- 
tyrs, calm and kind as Christians, and re- 
joicing and didactic, as we know our posi- 
tions to be Scriptural, and as such impreg- 
nable, as well as good and profitable to 
men. We may indeed grieve, as Christ 
Himself much more grieves, at such organ- 
ic schism, and all its concomitants and fruits, 
in the Charch visible of God. But we make 
it not, by obeying and keeping his word; 
and we know who hath said that it shall 
not always continue—Every plant, which 
my heavenly Father hath not planted, shall 
be rooted up. 

The minutes of our Synod, one of the 
largest ecclesiastical judicatories, as origi- 
nal and permanent, in our country or in 
Christendom, have doubtless reached you, 
in their regular printed form; and been pe- 
rused and pondered by you with edification 
and delight. We consist of ten Presbyte- 
ries; uf ministers including Jicentiates, we 
have about 250; and nearly as many churech- 
es; while our membership inereases, year 
by year, of such we trust, as shall be saved 
—desiring accessions of this class alone. 
The time must come before very long, when 
our Synod will be divided into two; and 
though we rejoice, beloved brethren, in your 
connection with us, yet, with you, we doubt 
not, we should much more r-joice, to erect 
two other Presbyteries from your young 
and vigorous body, were the preparations 
properly mature; and then to invoke the 
General Assembly to ercet you all three 
into the Synod of California. Not too fast, 
and not too slow, may we intend, and the 
Lord order, our progress in His kingdom. 

The minutes also of the General Assem- 
hly you have regularly received. That 
document, with its statistical Appendix, is 
row becoming to us, justly, the most excel- 
lent and desirable annual in the world.— 
When we peruse it for May, 1855, with 
its twenty-four Synods, its 108 Presbyte- 
ries, its near 1,700 preachers, about as many 
churches, its 15,000 communicants, its no- 
ble Theological Seminaries, its progress, its 
enterprise, its united and cordial fellowship, 
its past and its fature, its history thus far 
and its prospects through all time and all 
eternity ; while we would never, for one 
moment forget our entire dependence, on 
Him who gives the increase ; while we would 
not arrogate the glory, more than the do- 
ininion, to ourselves ; we weuld humbly 
adore, and devoutly exclaim, with gratitude 
and praise, while humiliated in the dust at 
his feet, wHat natn Gop wrovent! We 
are emerging from trials, from great tribu- 
lation > yet like the bush, that glowed with 
light, as it seemed fire, and yet was kept 
whole and unharmed, amid its blazing glo- 
ries, Our motto remains, identical with that 
of our honored brethren of the Free Church 
of Scotland—NeEc TAMEN CONSUMEBATUR.— 
Let us thank God and take courage, giv- 
ing Him, with intelligent and cordial as- 
cription, our TE DEUM LaUpaMUs. 

We watch for your prosperity, dear 
brethren ; and we are often delighted with 
the evidences, directly and indirectly fur- 
nished, of your solid success, your Chris- 
tian wisdom, your perseverance, and your 
exemplary constancy. Streapy anp Trve, 
be ever one motto of all your operations 
for Christ. We may be free also to exhort 
you—to guard the ministry against the iv- 
trusion, or the comprehension, of incompe- 
tent men, presumers, ill-educated, ignorant, 
weak in intellect, imprudent, impulsive, but 
above all, of graceless or reckless persons ; 
one of whom could do more in one year to 
injure and retard the cause of Christ, than 
a whole Presbytery, in several years might 
be able to repair. 

The editorial demonstrations of sume of 
your number, in the issue of the Pacific 
newspaper, some ofus have read with prof- 
it as well as pleasure. May you not appro- 
priate burdens too many, and too heavy, 
for the shoulders that are to bear them ! 
We own your just claim on the Chris- 
tian sympathy, and the fraternal prayers, 
and also the material aid, of us, as indeed 
of all your Christian countrymen, in these 
older sections of our country, and we 
trust you will not ask in vain, for their 
help, in your place and time of need. 


The phrases of New School or Old 
School, in relation togither branch of the 
Presbyterian Churgh; we consider as unde- 
sirable and even ifiappropriate designations, 
especially as applied, in a free and a cant 
way, to the Qfiurch of our affections and 
our preferences; We have never departed 
from the Constitution of the Church, we 
have neither enacted any other “ basis,” 
nor consented to know any other; we are 
not after novelties, or carricatures, or in- 
ventions of men of any sort, which we only 
abominate and avoid. And as for what is 
truly Old, if we are not entitled to the Jes- 
ignation of Old School ourselves, it may 
be for the following reasons : first, we care 
not so much for names and compellutions 
as some Others, preferring things, princi- 
ples, and realities, among men and before 
God: second, we affect more and more, 
and in all reasonable ways, the old and 
eternal antiquities of his truth, contained 
in the Holy Scriptures; we prefer nothing 
other, as we have no hope of any thing better 
and as we desire, by analysis, by criticism, by 
study, by all learned and suitable helps, 
and by incessant prayer for illumination to 
the Father of lights, to reach and accept 
the native sense of his own written oracles, 
in their inspired originals ; thus taking hon- 
ey from the rock ; and thus laxuriating in 
the truth, and nothing but the truth, as i is 
in Jesus. In this way justly we may be 
said, ina sense, to aspire to become THe 
OLDEST scHoOoL in Christendom, and can be 


| system of doctrine taught in the Holy 
Scriptures,” and from which, being satis- 
fied With it, we have not departed—while 
other “ basis,” call it New or Old, we ut- 
terly ignore and deny ; whoever profess it, 
whoever invents it, whoever mistakes it, as 
the true aboriginal way of the Presbyterian 
Church in the United States of America. 

With multitudes names are things, the 
surface is the substance, and what is famil- 
iar and constructive becomes the criterion 
and the index of+the reality. Hence we 
prefer not to pander to a misnomer invent- 
ed less by friends than by others ; and hav- 
ing never changed our profession, or our 
Constitution, or Our foundation, we jadge 
it wiser and proper, especially in the newer 
districts.of oyr country, to use only our 
proper names and titles, as Constitutional 
Presbyterians. We have no Jesuitical se- 
crets or innovations, or substitutions, or 
instructions ; having renownced the hidden- 
things of dishonesty, not walking in crafti- 
ness, nor handling the word of God deceit- 
fully, but by manifestation of the truth, 
commending ourselves to every man’s con- 
science in the sight of God. These things, 
we are bold in Christ to suggest to you, 
thinking them true and jast, perhaps time- 
ly and useful, as related to your ministries 
and your prosperities in that young State 
of our Paciric where God has cast your lot. 

Your field of labor we regard as singu- 
larly inviting, important and grand. You 
are young ; and yet soon you will be re- 
cognized by a coming generation, as the 
pioneers, and the patterns, and the patri- 
archs, of the Church of Christ in that won- 
derful district of our country. You are la- 
boring for vast and far-resulting good.— 
Your influence is plastic, formative, and 
enduring. You are planting the seeds of 
truth and salvation, for coming ages to 
witness and enjoy, in the increase they shall 
welcome and the harvest they shall reap.— 
“The husbandman first laboreth, that is 
partaker of the fruits.” May you derive 
strength and patience from the throne of 
grace, and never be discouraged ; that 
were disastrous, as when a standard bearer 
fainteth, in the day of the battle. 

We shall always, beloved and dearly es- 
teemed brethren, be glad to hear from you; 
and more glad to see as many of you as can 
practicably visit us ; especially at our reg- 
ular annual meeting on the third Tuesday 
of October, as long as your connection with 
our Synod shall continue. We hope al- 
ways to greet there, at least one of your 
body, in the Synod, at every meeting We 
rejoice to see how much improved, and now 
inviting, are the means of intercourse be- 
tween the two far-off ocean coasts of our 
great continent ; and hope the time may 
be near, when some of us may visit you; 
and bleod our joys, our devotions, and our 
labors with yours; at least for a happy 
season, in that attractive Palestine of our. 
country ; where the Great Sea washes our 
Western border, symbolizing there the im- 
mensity of our God, in the perpetual roll 
of its mountain billows, behind which the 
sun knoweth the place of his going down ! 

And now, honored and beloved brethren, 
we commend you to our own God, and 
our father’s God, and say—God speed you! 
Farewell. Devoted as we are all to HIM 
that istrue, to the name of the Father, and 
of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost, we 
bless you in His name, and pray for his 
abounding grace to enrich you, and his 
eternal glory to crown you, forever | Amen.

California One — and Fifty Years 


Committee. 


The following description of this country, 
as it was a century and a half ago, is taken 
from the published transactions of the Lon- 
don Royal Society, from 1700 to 1720, and 
printed in the year 1731: 

“ California, the peninsula, has been 
known nearly twocenturies. Its coasts are 
famons for pearl fisheries. Nor do I doubt 
that there are mines to be found in several 
places, if they were sought for, since the 
country is under the same degree as the 
provinces of Sinalca and Sonora, where 
there are very rich ones. Heaven has been - 
so bountiful to the Californians, that the 
earth brings forth, of itself, what it does 
not produce elsewhere without @ great deal 
of labor and pains; yet they make no es- 
teem of the pleuty and riches of their coun- 
try, contenting themselves with what is on- 
ly necessary for life, and little care for the 
rest. Parts of the country are very popu- 
lous. The people are lively; the climate 
is healthy. Inthe valleys, excellent pas- 
ture, at all times, for great and small cat- 
tle, fine springs, wild gra vines; as it 
abounds imfruit, it does no less in grain, of 
which there are fourteen sorts that the peo- 
ple feed on. They have plenty of red 
strawberries, which they eat plentifully — 


satisfied with nothing short of it ; leaving 
error, and dogmatizing, and human enact- 
ments, with “the utter folly of apostolical 
succession,” as Chalmers well describes it, 
to its proper metropolis, Rome ; and to all 
those who resemble that synagogue of Sa- 
tan, in various forms, degrees and approxi- 
mations, as seems good in their sight.— 
Hence we are in the main only mystified 
and compromised, and even calumniated 
or disparaged, in the estimate of the un- 
thinking many, by a cognomen so unfit as 
that we reject ; while in general we prefer 
to be called, as we were scores of years ago, 
before any other “ basis” was known or 
invented than tbat of Presbyterians, that 
of the Cowstitcrion, which we have re- 
ceived and approved “as containing the 


There citrons and water-melons are of an 


extraordinary size. Most plants bear fruit 


three times a year. We brought with us, 
from New Spain, Indian corn, wheat, peas, 
lentils, etc. We sowed them and hada 
very plentiful increase, though we bad no 
cattle or proper implements to till the 
ground. We brought some cows and a 
score of small cattle, such as sheep and 
goats, but.our necessity obliged us to kill 
the greater part of them. We likewise 
brought with us horses and colts to stock 
the country, and we began to breed up hogs, 
but as these do a great deal of damage in 
the villages, and the women are afraid cf 
them, we have resolved to extirpate them.

Something Political. 

We cannot suppose that the halcyon days of 
republicanism have come, when parties may be 
broken up,’and the choice of rulers may be the 
spontaneous expression of the popular will, se- 
lecting men who have commended themselves 
rather by public than by party services. Such 
a state of things, we regard as the realization 
of the pure idea of free suffrage and popular 
sovereignty. Parties do indeed often represent 
opposite principles, arraying classes of men of 
opposing sentiments, and between whom the 
contest is the recognized strife of principles,— 
Such is the general election close at hand, the 
consummation of the strife which has been be- 
coming more and more.distinct around the qnes- 
tion represented in the struggle about Kansas. 
But, excepting when natioual questions reach an 
issue, parties are not the embodiments of princi- 
ples. No set of principles are the exclusive 
inheritance of any one party. The lines of de- 
markation become exceedingly indistinct ; and 
when this is the case, the talismanic party name 
and drill are used to accomplish personal ends. 

When a party has once been the exponent ol 
principles acceptable to the masses of the peo- 
ple, it has acquired cousistency and, cohesion 
which itis hard to break up when the party 
enginery and power have come to be controlled 
by wholly selfish men, and to be used for the 
basest purposes. The Democratic party has 
accomplished signal victories, when it represent- 
ed certain principles which received the undoubt- 
ed endorsement of the nation, and struck deep in- 
to the lower strata of the people. But when the 
distinctions of principles have melted away, that 
party has again gone on in its unbroken sway, 
when all its principles were the lust of spoils, 
and all its honor the reward of its own servants- 
The true course fora free and honest man to 
pursue, is to vote for the party which represents 
his principles when such are at issue; and oth 
erwise to vote for the best men, regardless of 
that cry of proscription which is the scourge 
for keeping men in the unbroken rank; for the 
bolter from his party has littie chance of politi- 
cal preferment or of favor from those in power. 

Local elections less frequently represent prin- 

ciples than general elections do; and here most 
frequently the independent voter will select his 
own candidates regardless of the nomination by 
afew party managers. The lines of policy in 
the internal administration of a State, do not 
lie apart, with the different parties, once in a 
‘score of years. The great point here is to gain 
honest men who will frame and execute local 
laws with impartiality and conscientio , if 
the term conscientious can be carried not inap- 
propriately into political relations. 

In the coming election towards which the 

- thoughts of the people are turning, the general 

election comes to be a strife of principles, more 
than is wont for many quarternions of years.— 
On the one hand, in the person of Mr. Buchanan, 
is represented every principle of the present 
administration, including the policy of the gov- 
ernment against Kansas ; and, in addition to this, 
avowed hostility to any aid being extended from 
government for the construction of the Pacific 
railroad. Opposed to this in the person of Mr. 
Fremont are represented an avowedly different 
policy towards Kansas, although Mr. Fremont 
is a native of South Carolina and cannot be ex- 
pected to take aun extreme Northern view of the 
Kansas policy—and also a personal interest in 
California, resulting from his genius and his 
daring exploring all the intervening waste which 
is an earnest that if elected the crowning act 
and glory of his administration would be the 
construction of the railroad; an iron track strong- 
er than the mineral which forms it, to bind to- 
gether an Union almost too broad, and repre- 
senting elements, opinions and interests almost 
too diverse for our internal strength. Mr. Fil- 
more and Mr. Stockton represent portions of 
an expiring party, to which the death blow to 
all that was vital in this State, has been effectu- 
ally given by the administration of Gov. John- 
son. Gerrit Smith is the candidate of the rad- 
ical abolition party, which has never been or- 
ganized here, although there are large numbers 
who endorse its principles to the full. In this 
State the contest then is between Buchanan and 
Fremont. After naming the principles at issue, 
t is needless for us to state where our personal 
sympathies aré. President Pierce forsook the 
work of the age, which destiny laid before bim, 
and which for a time he seemed to espouse, for- 
sook the eggrandizement of the nation, to inau- 
gurate a policy that verges us upon civil war, 
—and the star of his possible fame set forever. 
He was not great enough for the work: what 
man, which party will be? 

On these great national questions, let every 
man have his opinion aud use it as his conscience 
dictates. But in State politics, especially in this 
State, and in its present condition, we deprecate 
the introduction of party issues. Here the 
principles at issue in the general ticket, have no 
application whatever. While discharging our 
duties to the general government in approving 
the one or the other nominee, for ourselves, what 
we want is good and faithful men to execute our 
laws, and unfold and maintain the constitution. 
Neither the success of this or that party can 
save this State, but only, under Providence, the 
election of good men. We have said that it is 
scarcely possible that parties may be dispensed 
with, and yet there may be times in a State, 
when they may successfully be set aside. In 
our present condition, the fairest nomination 
would be through un open convention, in which 
every one may havea voice. In each city and 
township, let local officers be thus nominated; 
and the wire workers and leaders and suttlers of 
each party may thus be got rid of. 

Our sphere lies not within the range of party 
politics. For this very reason we speak our sen- 
timents freely : we have nothing to lose, noth- 
ing to gain, but a duty to discharge. Party 
subserviency is the bane of republicanism. We 
wish to give our testimony against it. It 
is the machinery by which bad men make and 
control, buy and sell offices. Especially in the 
State we deprecate party control. We have 
acted heretofore as we now commend to others. 
We voted for Gov. Bigler’s re-election in pref- 
erence to Gov. Johnson, and have not been sorry 
for it. We have nu reason to conceal, either 
after or before election, the manver in which we 
discharge our civil duties; and if the publication 
of our opinions can benefit any one, they are 
welcome to them: if it offend any we cannot 
help it. The principles at issue in the general 
field, the interests at stake in the State, are too 

large to permit any man to be silent altogether.

It has 
not the frigidity of a formal document, nor the 
insincerity of a political address, sent forth to 
solicit votes. Every word is full of overflow- 
ing interest, penned by one who has long held a 
distinguished place in the service of the church, 
and a warm place in the hearts of its members. 
// The Nevada Church 
A few days since, Nevada had five more 
beautiful churches than most mountain towns, 
perhaps any other, can boast. They had been 
built by the people themselves, with a willing 
mind, in the day of their prosperity. They 
have been all swept away in the universal com- 
plete destruction of the town. The people 
themsclves are, at best, only able to supply their 
immediate necessities, and provide them tempo- 
rary places of business, in which they may hope 
to regain a portion of their losses, and build up 
amore desirable town. An application has 
been made to some of the churches of this city, 
to provide the Congregational Church of Ne- 
vada with the means: of erecting a temporary 
building, in which they may worship until 
another season, and until the church may have 
rallied. The reasonableness of the application 
commends it at once to the warm response of 
the churches ; and we are happy to see that it 
is so received. 
A collection was immediately offered by Dr. 
Scott's and Dr. Anderson's churches, and by 
Rev. Mr. Willey’s and Mr. Lacy’s : to be taken 
up next Sabbath. The Nevada Church was 
the first of either of these denominations repre- 
sented inthe mountains, being established un- 
der Rev. Mr. Warren, the present beloved pas- 
tor, as early as April, 1851. It has been not 
only a self-supporting church, but marked for 
its generosity towards every good cause. Its 
history is most interesting. During the last 
year it has been blessed with considerable addi- 
tions by conversion. May it be soon restored 
to its former independence and usefulness. And 
may our churches feel it a privilege not only to 
contribute enough for the temporary building 
needed, but also to afford some assistance 
to the society, in its present prostrate con- 
dition. 


An Unwarranted Attack. 


We do not intend to notice every attack that, 
from whatever variety of motives, may be made 
upon ministers, even though they be of our own 
denomination. Uusually, there is in this State 
a courtesy and a consideration accorded to the 
ministerial office and to the person who bears it, 
most gratifying, as showing the conviction of 
men that the office is of divine appointment, 
and that its exercise is commonly prompted by 
motives high and honorable. It is not the he- 
reditary respect of children, but the thoughtful 
respect of men. Ministers have commonly noth- 
ing to complain of on their own account. They 
often deliver their message seemingly in vain.— 
Yet they are personally the recipients of great 
kindness. Still their position does not place 
them above the reach of detraction and injus- 


tice, and men are not henceforth to conclude 
that when an attack is made upon a minister, it 
is, therefore, more likely to be true than if aim- 
ed elsewhere. ‘There are some who are willing 
to thrust a blow at religion by maligning its 
ministers ; and many presses seize upon a bit of 
such scandal as a precious morsel. 

Our feelings of indignation have been stirred 
in reading an attack upon Rev. Mr. Pierpont, 
by the Placerville American. It could have 


malicious spirit with which it is followed up, 
shows a sink of malignity which we had not be- 
fore suspected in that quarter. Not only do we 
know Mr. Pierpont intimately, but we have ta- 
ken much pains to ascertain the facts in this 
particular case ; and we know them to be differ- 
ent from what one would infer from the Ameri- 
can. Itis a bit of gossip, and scandal, and 
mis-representation, and malignity which ought 
not to pass unscathed. Three years and a half 
since Mr. Pierpont went to Placerville, invited 
by one of the prominent citizens, to establish a 
church. Since that time he has labored inces- 
| amid many discouragements, receiving 
but little from the people, and chiefly supported 
by a salary from the Home Missionary Society ; 
and yet he had secured the erection of a neat 
and pleasant house of worship, and had built 
for himself a home. A few months since he 
removed temporarily to Sacramento, to supply 
a congregation in the absence of their pastor. 
On hearing of the fire at Placerville he went 
immediately up, arriving on Monday evening : 
the fire occurring on Sunday. He found that a 
Mr. Levan and his wife had been admitted 
into his house, to which he made not the slightest 
objection ; nor did he make any objection what- 
ever to any sheltering of the homeless or feeding 
of the hungry, as stated by the American. The 
whole impression which the article in the Amer- 
ican would produce is contradieted by known 
facts: to say nothing of the character of the 
individual concerned. Before Mr. Pierpont ar- 
rived in Placerville most of those who were 
homeless had found shelter. Placerville has an 
upper town, a little separated from the lower, 
which was not burned. Here there were seve- 
ral unoccupied houses around the town. Be- 
sides this, many families threw open their doors 
to the sufferers. A hospitable population 
quickly absorbs a homeless group. Nevada 
met with a more entire destruction than Placer- 
‘ville. Yet we are reliably informed by a friend, 
that twenty-four hours after the fire he looked 
all around the place, to find one unprovided 
person and take him to his home. and he could 
not find that one. And so it is quite us nata- 
ral to believe it was at Placerville. Mr. Pier- 
pont knew not, when he first went around the 
town on Tuesday morning, of a single individu- 
al unhoused. The occupant of his house had 
full freedom to lodge or feed any sufferer. No 
application for such permission was made to 
him, nor did any one ask the use of the charch, 
or say anything aboutit. The vuly thing to 
‘which he objected, was to haviug his house 
'tursed into a hotel for business purposes, by 
the person who had just been in that business 
and been burned out. This was right and prop- 
er. The price agreed upon for rent, if the party 
continued. to oceupy the house, was, to say the 
least, entirely reasonable; and the occupant 


rented a portion of it to a paying boarder.— 
The whole talk about Mr. Pierpont’s refusing 
shelter to the suffering, &c., is utterly false, and 
sould bave originated in vothing but the black- 
st maligoity,—and the editor of the American | 


originated in nothing but prejudice ; andthe 


in his subsequent abuse and vile language, has 
shown himself unwo of the journalist’s 
trust. His picture of persons refused the privi- 
lege of spreading their blankets on the floor’ for 
the night, is pureiy a febrication. The suffer- 
ing he depicts is contradicted by his own ac- 
count of money returned to the donors, because 
there were none suffering or in want. 

Regard for the truth, regard for the people of 
a noble town, many of whom we know, and 
will know that they do not endorse such calum- 
ny, and if they did we would not endorse them, 
regard for one of the kindest hearted and most 
truly generous men in the State, whatever else 
may be said of him, hatred of the meanness that 
will injure and then persecute—have induced us 
to utterfourselves thus freely. And if the edi 
tor of the American chooses to pour upon us a 
stream from his filthy pen, let him make the 
most of it. The American in its subsequent 
abuse, afterthe explanation and denial given, 
has shown itself devoid of magnanimity.

Cruelty to Animals. 


It is painful to witness the cruelty practiced 
in bringing animals into this city for slaughter, 
Our attention has been called to this, by persons 
who have remarked that a degree of cruelty is 
practiced here in this respect, almost unknown 
elsewhere. We have repeatedly seen exhibitions 
of it, of the most painful kind. At the Oukland 
ferry, a few mornings since, we observed a num™ 
ber of calves lying on the deck, their legs being 
tied; and two of them were lying close upon the 
steam-pipe, where they most have been tortur- 
ed by the heat. They were dragged roughly 
upon the wharf and loaded in a wagon; closely 
packed and lying upon their sides and backs 
and some upon the top of others, piled on after 
the body of the wagon was full. The noise of 
these animals is pretty effectually silenced; for 
they are too much exhausted to make any. We 
have seen similar things at other ferries. They 
ought not to be permitted. Men that commit 
them ought to be ashamed of such heartless 
ness. 

None but an unfeeling mind can be willing to 
give pain to brutes. Their very helplessness 
ought to plead against such conduct. Men who 
are guilty of it evidently know nothing of the 
generous feelings which are engendered by the 
care of animals. It would seem impossible that 
any heart should not be moved by the suffering 
ofadumb brute. The spectacle of such bru- 
tality is harmful to others. It either wounds 
or deadens the sensibilities. It begets hardness 
in children accustomed to such scenes. There is 
no training for the heart of childhood, better 
than familiarity, in rural life, with dependent, 
domestic animals. It teaches generosity and 
kindness. So, on the other hand, no schooling 
can be worse than the daily sight of brute suf 
fering, inflicted by unfeeling men. We hope 

that attention will be directed to this thing at 
Fall our ferries. Why also should animals be 
brought into the vity at all for slaughter? The 
proper place is—*without the camp.” The air 
is stifling in some directions, but a little way 
out from the dense population.

Will Col. Rust have 
the kindness tosend us a copy of the Express 
referred to?

The Chinese Difficuity at Gold Hill. 


Messrs. Eprrors:—I consider it my duty, 
lest others should err concerning the affuir 
through not knowing the Chinese language, to 
give you a true version of a tragedy that occur- 
ed at Gold Hill, Placer County, at 8 o’clock P. M.- 
July 15th. Two Chinamen named Lung Heem. 
ing and Lung Chung-sam, brothers, entered 
the tent of two other Chinamen, named Say K; 
and Hee Kum, (all of them from the district o¢ 
Hung Shan in the province of Kwang-Tung.) 
and commenced wrangling about water, as 
during the day water for mining had been scarce 
Hard words passed between them, then blows, 
when Say Ki was shot in the vitals by Lung 
Heeming and died an hour afterwards, and Hee 
KXum was stabbed in various parts of the body 
and died six hours afterwards. The murderers 
have escaped, and a party of Chinese are after 
them, some going north and some south, with the 
view of capturing them and taking them to 
Auburn there to deliver them up to the author.

Napa, Juty 19th, 1856. 

Messrs. Epitors:—On Tuesday morning I 
went from Santa Rosa to Sonoma. On my way 
thither I passed the limb of the tree on which a 
young man was hung by a mob, some two years 
ago, for stealing mules, and on which he was left 
by those who executed him until he was discover- 
ed by travelers. He was the son of an extensive 
land holder in Napa Valley. Would that the 
people of this State had ever been as willing to 
hang men for man-killing as for mule-stealing ; fot 
if they had it would have prevented the destrue 
tion of many a life. “The law that clears the 
guilty punishes the just.” Atnight 1 put up at the 
same hotel where Capt. Richie of your city died. 
My name I there registered immediately beneath 
his. The next day I passed the blood-stained 
street where he was thrown from his carriage and 
instantly killed. O how uncertain is life! How 
important that we arcever in a state of readiness 
for death. 

Reached this place last evening. The founda- 
tions of a new court house and jail are being laid 
The Presbyterians are just completing a new 
house of worship. Several chaste buildings have 
recently been erected. A weekly paper has also 
just been established. The place seems to be in 
a flourishing condition. The fact that daily 
steamers now ply between this and your city also 
gives itimportance. An exciting court trial was 
held here to dayconcerning a school teacher, who 
was tried before a jury on an indictment of assault 
and battery, in punishing a refractory schoo] 
girl. He was fined fifty dollars and costs of 
court. H. R.

to engage in a Home Missionary enterprise; 
and under these circumstances I failed of find- 
ing any who gave me encouragement. I pity 
the minister, whose Christian character is on so 
slight a basis as to be “ unchristianized” by so 
weak a sentence. I acknowledge that I did 
not report to the Home Missionary Society 
the hospitality of your correspondent. It may 
have been a culpable oversight; and I know

2. As to the second “ fact asin the book,” 
relating to the word ‘ Advocates, &c.’ Let the 
word ‘advocates’ stand as itis. I may have 
written ‘ advocates;’ I may have written ‘adhe- 
rents.’ I never said that I wrote ‘adherents’ in- 
stead of ‘advocutes,—but I did say in private 
eonversation (never publicly, as your correspond- 
ent asserts) that it was my impression that I 
had s0 written. I would as soon have it ‘advo- 
cates’ as ‘adherents.’ ‘The fact implied in either 
ease was true then, and it is true now. I have 
nowhere said, as you and your correspondent 
imply, that any change has taken place in pub- 
lie sentiment, in consequence of my presence 
and labogs. If facts have suggested such an 
inference te your correspondent, that does not 
justify him in charging me with such a boast.— 
Besides, what right has he to arrogate to him- 
self, and the few transient visitors whom he 
mentions, the sole advocacy of christianity? 
Cursed is the Church when its ministers exclu- 
sively, and not the body of its membership, are 
the advocates of its truth. Moreover, your 
correspondent is not right, when he says that he 
and the few others whom he mentions, are the 
only ministerial advocates of christianity who 
have been in this place. Two other Methodist 
brethren, if I am rightly informed, labored here 
nearly a year each, and many excellent men of 
other denominations, Presbyterian, Congrega- 
tional and Episcopalian have preached here.— 
Facts will not allow the interpretation which 
he puts on my article. And yet he is deter- 
mined to make it personal, and says “a dis- 
claimer will not answer.” I know not how to 
prevent him from seeing the ghost. Further- 
more, he does not interpret consistently. He 
says, that in my first sentence to which he ob- 
jects, I represent him as not bearing the name 
of Christ, and then in the last sentence objected 
to, that I charge him with being an unworthy 
advocate. His interpretations are contradicto- 
ry. He makes himself cross-eyed—sees his 
own nose, and then finds fault with his neighbor 
for looking at him. 

You ask, “ are they, who reproach christ- 
janity—the God-fearing and virtuous, or are 
they the profane, the gambling and the vile?” 
I will tell you who they are. They are our 
honorable men— men who scorn meanness—men 
of conscience and reason—men who can be met 
with the truth and nothing else—moral men— 
men who are prejudiced against the cause of 
Christ, by the indiscreet sermons, books and 
conduct of those who are perbaps true, yet un- 
wise christians. 

“ You ask who are the advocates?” I reply 
that the people here have heard Christianity 
advocated in various ways, and often very re- 


remark was a gencral one, expressive of a prev- 
alent fact. That fact your correspondent has 
not denied, nor can he deny it. Why does he 
then find fault? If by his argumentation he 
has proved that he is the man, I cannot help it. 
The fact remains. If he shoulders the burden 
I cannot relieve him by recalling or denying the 
truth. If either he or you will allow me the 
pleasure, I will introduce you both to scores of 
noble men, who will confess to the truth of that 
paragraph in my article. I have no objection 
to your correspondent making himself out the 
cause of this evil, but if he does so, it is his 
work not mine. [ counsel him to examine him- 
self, and see if the image at which he starts is 
not in his own “feelings,” rather than in the 
words of my article. 

I hope this simple explanation, will allow the 
“ facts as in the book” to rest in quiet. If my 
language unfortunately admits of two mean- 
ings, you must certainly take my version, or 
else charge me with moral obliquity. 

A word or two in further reply to your cor- 
respondent, and I have done. That gentleman 
appears to have a novel mode of controversy.— 
In both of his letters, especially in the former, 
he has taken much pains to communicate rare 
bits of conversation of six months standing, 
which he has collected here and there. He must 
have been very sedulous in passing round the 
hat, for he has gathered much of which I have 
no recollection, and which he certainly never 
heard, for he was not present on the occasions 
alluded to. So far as l remember, he greatly 
distorts words and facts—lI do not say, inten- 
tionally. I repeat that I cannot condescend 
to answer such driblets of conversation.

Nevada Baptist Church. 


The Committee who assembled in Nevada on 
the days of July 9th and 10th, 1856, beg leave 
to state, that the following seven points were 
distinctly laid before both parties, and by both 
parties acquiesced in as about covering all the 
grounds of the difficulties, and therefore the 
Committee went into a long and careful inves- 
tigation of the same, both parties, by represen- 
tation, being present, with the results following. 


POINTS CONSIDERED BY THE COMMITTEE. 


1. Who properly constitute the Nevada Bap- 
tist Church ? 

2. Charges against Mr. Stone, in reference to 
building accounts, in the erection of the meet- 
ing-house. 

3. What is Baptist usage in reference to fe- 
males voting in church-meet ings. 

4. The propriety of the church in excluding 
certain of its members. 

5. The character of Rev. Mr. Stone, as a 
gentleman, a christian and a minister. 

6. In whom is the property of the Nevada 
Baptist meeting-house properly and rightfully 
vested ? 

7. Was Rev. O. B. Stone regularly and prop- 
erly called to the pastorate of the Nevada Bap- 
tist Church ? 

FINDING AND DECISIONS ON THE ABOVE. 


1. As to who constitute the Nevada Baptist 
Church. We decide, That the said church is 
properly composed at this present time, of all 
those who entered into its original organization, 
and all who have been duly received by letter 
or experience subsequently, except those who 
have been dismissed by letter, taken away by 
death, or in due form, excluded from fellowship. 

* 2. In regard to charges against Mr. Stone, 
in reference to building accounts in the erec- 
tion of the meeting-house, the Committee, for 
want of time, hereby appoint two of its mem- 
bers, viz: Messrs. Cooley and Moorea sub- 
Committee to, still further, examine said ac- 
counts and report accordingly. | 

3. As to what is Baptist usage in reference 
to females voting in church-meeting. We de- 
cide, Tat it is the usage in Baptist churches, 
that female members have a right to vote ; and 
while it is not usual for them to vote on secular 
church matters, yet it is usual and advisable for 
them to vote in the reception and exclusion of 
members and other matters spiritual. 

4. In reference to the propriety of the action 
of the Nevada Baptist Church, in the exclusion 
of certain of its members, the Committee ex press 
the fear that the Church may have been hasty 
in said action. 

5. In reference to the character of Rev. O. B. 
Stone asa gentlemen, a christian, and a minis- 
ter, the Committee state that, although distinct- 
ly called for, nothing was stated at all derogato- 
ry to Mr. Stone in any of these particulars. 

6. In reference to the question, “In whom is 
the property of the Nevada Baptist meeting- 
house properly and rightfully vested?” The 
Committee decide that said property belongs to 
the Nevada Baptist Church, and should be held 
in trust for the’ use of said church by legally 
appointed trustees. 

7. As to the question whether or not, Rev. 
O. B. Stone was regularly and properly called 
to the pastorate of the Nevada Baptist Church, 
the Committee decide in the affirmative. 

In conclusion the Committee would say, that 
in the investigation, they have found nothing on 
either side which might not, wit mutual chris- 
tian concession, be removed, and the Committee 
would most sincerely recommend to both parties 
to make, prayerfully, determinate efforts to heal 
all difliculties and strive to live in peace for the 
honor of the Savior’s cause.

Breath- 
less anxiety was pictured on every counte- 
nance, One—two—three minutes sped 
away ; the patient’s eyes were closed. Four 
—five—six—and seven minutes passed, and 
all faces were turned on the doctor, who 
closed his watch and walked away, remark- 
ing, “Gentlemen, the patient has been dead 
six minutes,”

Nevada destroyed by fire—Horrible loss of 
Jifp—Ten persons burned to death—Two 
seriously, if not mortally burnt, and five 
or ight others supposed to have perished 
in the flames—Loss of property, at th 
lowest estimate, two millions of dollars. 


The most dreadful conflagration that 
California ever witnessed, has just passed 
over us, and the thriving queen city of the 
mountains literally is wiped out. 

The fire commenced in Hughe’s hlack- 
smith shop, in the rear of Dr. Alban’s Drug 
store, about 34 o’clock, Saturday afternoon, 
and in kss than one hour and a half, the 
ruin was complete, finished. It was not the 
work of an incendiary, it took fire from the 
forge-pipe. A strong, fresh wind spread 
the fire with terrific rapidity in all direc- 
tions, aud hurled defiance at all efforts to 
check its course. Every fire since March 
5], had been fairly conquered by the almost 
superhuman energy Of the citizens, but this 
fire was not to be conquered; it avenged 
its predecessors seven fold. It seemed de- 
termined to leave not a vestige behind.—

Fire proof buildings, or those that were 
so considered, seven out of twenty-nine 
only have stood the test, viz: Alban’s, Crit- 
tenden’s, Larks, Landekers’s, Espenscheids 
and Bicknell’s two stores. 

Public buildings burnt, are the Court 
House and all the records, all the churches, 
five in number; all the Hotels 14; all the 
Restaurants 13; Theaters 2; Printing Of- 
fices 2; and Halls, Temperance, Masonic, 
Gdd Fellows and Abbott’s, and every Mar- 
ket, and the Post Otuce with its contents. 
But the gleomiest record of this fire is the 
fearful loss of life. Four young men, to-wit: 
A.J. Wagan, merchant and banker; S. T.

OAHU COLLEGE. 

But few people in California have noticed 
that there is in the Sandwich Islands one of the 
best schools that any country has produeed. 
The situation at Punahou, two miles east of 
Honolulu along the seashore, at the mouth of 
the Manoa Valley, is cool, romantic, well-wa- 
tered, and as fine as the Islands afford. In front 
is the sea, its shore lined with trees, the edge of 
the coral reef marked by white heavy breakers, 
tossed up high and combed batk again by the 
wind—a beautiful sight. Behind are _ peaks 
and pretty intermediate valleys, through which 
the trade wind blows during most of the day, 
avoiding the heat and dust of Honolulu. The 
scholars enjoy excellent health. 

The institution was formerly entitled the Pun- 
ahou School. In May, 1853, it was chartered 
asacollege. Edward G. Beckwith, Esq., an 
alumous of Williams College, Mass., was elected 

resident, and inaugurated in September, 1854. 

is brother, George EK. Beckwith isa professor. 
Both are accomplished scholars ; and the course 
of study and the discipline of the college are 
very thorough and satisfactory. There are three 
vacations, two short and one long, of twelve 
weeks, for the benefit of students from a distance. 
The necessary expenses are twelve dollars a term 
for tuition, and five dollars a week for boarding, 
room-rent, lights and washing ; which altogether 
would amount to but two hundred andsixteen 
dollars a year. 

The principal annual examination of the col- 
lege was held in the early partof May. Itisan 
occasion of much interest to the American and 
European portion of the community. The ora- 
tions on the last evening were attended by a 
crowded audience, among which were some of 
the Hawaiian nobles, though there are at pres- 
ent none of that people connected with the col- 
lege. For good sense and high moral tone they 
would not be surpassed at any similar institu- 
tion. Parents and guardians of children in Cal- 
ifornia and Oregan would probably be able to 
furnish them with a sound education, under bet- 
ter moral and religious influences, and more 
cheaply, here, than at perhaps any other place 
west of the Rocky Mountains. 


MEETING OF MISSIONARY ASSOCIATION. 


On Wednesday, May 21st, the missionaries 
and ministers generally of the Islands convened 
at Honolulu. They meet annually, as an eccle- 
siastical court, though under the forms of neither 
Presbyterianism or Congregationalism ; though 
members of both churches are connected with 
them. ‘The sessions of this body continued till 
June 2d. It has never been the privilege of the 
writer to attend a series of meetings where there 
was exhibited warmer picty, more fraternal af- 
fection, more woe grey or more humble devo- 
tion to the great selfdenying work of i 
known the gospel to the poor. It has been to 
him a precious season of fraternal enjoyment 
and spiritual refreshment. ‘The reports from the 
several missionary stations occupied the first 
days; the remainder were devoted to other busi- 
ness of a missionary character, to hearing essays, 
and to devotional exercises. Thursday, the 29th, 
was spent in a meeting for missionary children, 
at half past eight; in another for singing, pray- 
er, and free remarks of the brethren, at half past 
ten, which continued two hours; and in hearin 
at three o’clock a rich discourse by Rev. Dan’ 
Dole, brother of the late pious editor of some 
of the publications of the American Board, pre- 

ratory to the communion together in the Lord’s 
DupPer, which was fixed for the ensuing Sab-

The devotional feature of this general meet- 
ing was to us the most marked and most de- 
lightful. How often clerical brethren assemble, 
and in a cold, hurried, commercial way, dispose 
of the “ business” before them; reapers that 
sow, and cut, and bind, and yet feed their own 
weary and starving souls with chaff. Should 
not a clerical convocation afford a mighty op- 
portunity for prayer, and the strong leaders of 
the host unite and wrestle together with God. 
If with any “ two or three ” Jesus has promised 
to be present; if they may strive and get a bless- 
ing ; how earnest should be the struggle, with 
ail groans and tears, with what determination 
not tv go without it, when those come together 
upon whom is laid the charge of many souls, 
and great interests of the divine kingdom! If 

rayer were felt to be really the means of bring- 
ing down the gifts of conversion, sanctification, 
comfort, knowledge and joy, to our people, how 
large a portion of the time of these meetings 
should we wish to be devoted to it; with what 
vehemence should we unite and plead and cry to 
God! And with what renewed hearts should 
we go back to our labors: with what fresh en- 
gement, and zeal in the service of our Master. 
Hosea 12: 3,6. Josh. 6: 8, 20.) 

Another most interesting feature of these 
meetings was the appointment of a devotional 
exercise for the children. In days by gone, when 
the missionary families lived in scattered and 
lonely spots, seeing few white faces the year 

«through, and possessing no advantages at home 
for the intellectual and religious improvement of 
the young beyond the instructions of their pa- 
rents, the annual assemblage from all the Islands 
was a joyful and profitable occasion. And often, 
early in the morning, before the hour for the 
clerical reunion, the children would come togeth 
er, and be addressed in a suitable Ftyle by one 
of the ministers. ‘They were a quaint and sober 
set of little bodies, knowing little of childish 
ways, imitating each the speech and manners 
and ideas of its own father and mother. But 
these “children’s meetings” often witnessed 
scenes of holy power from above, when God’s 
spirit wrought with minds filled with previous 
instruction, such as gatherings of youths more 
favored in worldly advantages rarely behold. 
Not a few missionaries’ children remember with 
adoration the blessings of these sweet occasions. 
Now, with increase of foreigners and of schools 
in the different islands, the ministers are more dis- 
— to leave their families at home ; and the 
ys of the “children’s meetings” are passing by. 


HAWAIIAN MISSION CHILDREN’S SOCIETY. 


One of the most interesting missionary socie- 
ties in all the long catalogue of such institutions, 
which are now springing up in eyery land, and 
among people of every tongue, is that formed by 
the children of the families connected with the 
work in these Islands, which has just held its 
fourth anniversary. Just as we see nearly all 
the children of the tenerable Dr. Scudder in In- 
dia, and of some other missionaries, giving them- 
selves to the calling of their parents, EKlishas 
on whose shoulders is cast the mantles of as- 
cending prophets bringing a double portion of 
the divine blessing ; so here also the families of 
missionaries seem disposed to transmit the zeal 
of the past, to succeeding generations ; and the 
education spent among a nation just 
being reclai from heathenism would certainly 
be a most valuable preparation for them to Ja 
with double success in any other benighted fie 
This rong | is designed to be compdsed of mis- 
sionaries’ children, and those united to them by 
marriage. ‘Thesecond article of the constitution 
states its objects to be “ to cherish and promote 
union among its members; to cultivate in them 
an active missionary spirit ; to stir them up to 
good works ; and, more especially. to assist in the 
support of those children of missionaries who 
may go forth from these Islands on christian 
missions.” How nobly they have entered into 
their work may be learned from their several an- 
nual reports. They wholly support one of their 
number, the Rev. Luther Halsey Gulick, M. D., 
with his family, who are stationed in Ascension 
Island ; whose departure for that interestin

ANNIVERSARIES. 


The evening of Tuesday, 27th of May, was 
fixed for the annual meeting of the Hawaiian 


Missionary Society, when a report was read by 
the Rev. Lowell Smith upon the visit of a dep- 


utation, consisting of himself and some native 
christians, to the station at Fatuhiva, in the 
Marquesas Islands, where the people of the 
Sandwich Islands have sent several of their num- 
ber to carry the gospel. The Marquesians are 
considered the wickedest and the wildest race in 
the Pacific. Allattempts by white missiona- 
ries, American, English and French, have hith- 
erto failed to affect them. But this Hawaiian 
mission promises success. ‘The history and con- 
dition of this enterprise is so interesting that I 
must reserve it for a fuller description hereaf- 
ter. 

The anniversary of the Hawaiian Bible Soci- 
ety, on the evening of Wednesday, 28th, was 
chiefly occupied in the consideration of the claims 
of the Chinese in these Islands. An address 
was delivered by Judge Robertson. Afterwards 
the writer presented the condition and prospects 
of the Chinese. It was afterwards resolved to 
raise on the spot, six hundred dollars, to meet 
the expenses of the outfit, passage, and one year’s 
expenses of a colporteur and family, with the 
that about two hundred and fifty 
dollars a year would cover the annual expense 
subsequently. I was also requested to address 
the brethren at Amoy, the region from which 
most of these Chinese have come, and endeavor 
to have asuitable laborer sent to this field. This 
subject has been considered before, and some 
correspondencce held upon it. We may trust 
that God will make the present effort effective, 
and send here one who shall enlist the sympa- 
thies, prayers and support of this christian com- 
munity, and who shall be the means of building 
these first emigrants from China into a foundation 
of a holy temple that shall hereafter rise in beau- 
ty, — the Lord God of Israel shall delight to 

well, 

The Hawaiian Tract Society met on the next 
evening, Thursday. During the past year, it 
about $600 worth of tracts and bound 
volumes, in various languages, had been gratu- 
itously distributed, principally among seamen. 
‘The meeting was addressed by the Rev. Mr. 
Payne, an evangelical minister of the English 
established church, chaplain of H. B. M. ship 
Alarm, which is about sailing for San Francis- 
co. He illustraed the power of tracts, by facts 
drawn from his own observation in the north of 
Ireland, where a wonderful reformation has been 
going on. A few years ago, the population was 
eight millions, with three Romanists to one Prot- 
estant. But by tilence, famine and emigra- 
tion, the number is now reduced to six millions ; 
while the corruption, avarice and wickedness of 
the Roman priests has so disgusted the nation, 
and the benevolence and the active pious labors 
of Protestants so won their hearts and enlight- 
ened their eyes, that the followers of the two re- 
ligions have come to stand about equal. Irish 
priests are scattering abroad. Perhaps this is 
one reason why we have had so great a rush of 
them to California. 


LAW AGAINST THE USE OF OPIUM. 


It is with peculiar satisfaction that I have ob- 
served the disposition here to employ all right 
means to check the vices of the Chinese, as well 
as to adopt whatever promises to be an instru 
mentality of good. Before my arrival there was 
a movement made towards securing the probibi- 
tion of opium; to which I lent my aid in a pub- 
lic lecture, and in conversation with officers of 

overnment. It is highly to the credit of the 

awaiian Legislature that they have enacted a 
law, to take effect in three months from date, 
(May 30,) of which the most important section 
is as follows : 

“ Any person who shall be convicted before 
any magistrate of importing, selling, vending, 
or furnishing opium, or avy preparation thereot, 
shall be fined a sum not Jess than fifty dollars, 
nor more than five hundred dollars, in the dis” 
cretion of the court ; provided always that noth- 
ing in this section shall prevent the importation 
and sale of opium as medicine, by duly qualified 

hysicians and surgeons, lice as such by the 
Minister of the Interior.” 


The “ temperance people” of California may 
take a lesson from the Hawaiians. ‘T'here is no 
form of intemperance so destructive of industry, 
happiness and health, and so deadly in its conse- 
quences, as that produced by opium. 

NEWS. 


My space only allows me to add the most im- 

rtant item of secular news: which is that the 
Kin , Kamehameha 1V, has fixed upon the 19th 
of ade for his marriage. ‘The future queen isa 
Miss Emma Rooke, a young lady who possess- 
es some English blood from old John Young. a 
man who had some influence a generation gone, 
‘and was married toa high female chief. The 
ceremony will take place in the “stone church,” 
which will be suitably adorned for the occasion. 
Most of the foreign residents will be invited. 

I may conclude by saying that my health has, 
I trust, been somewhat improved by the stay in 
Honolulu. It is my expectation, however, to 
leave in two or three days for Maui or Hawaii, 
where more advantage may be expected from 
the cooler air of the mountains, and the facilities 
for horseback exercise. And I venture to hope 
that those dear christian friends who feel an in- 
terest in the missionary efforts in behalf of the 
Chinese, or in one who may have been sent 
“apart” for a time, and laid under the rod of 
affliction, that he might be fitted for greater use- 
fulness among them, will remember the cause 
and him often and earnestly at the throne ofa 
Savior’s infinite mercy. W. 5S.
